and helped their descendants to t«t- 
tir tb mselVes.

leave them to their descendants and 
by this means they increase the su- 
perior and decrease the inferior class- 
es. Kfflcient co-operation of clans or 
families must have peace within.

FINEST MEDICAL LIBRARY IN 
THE WEST IS DEDICATED 

With dedicatory exercises fitting to 
the new building whose erection 
marks a milestone in the history of 
medical science, the Levi Cooper 
Lane library of medicine ami surgery 
waB formerly opened last Sunday af- 
ternoon in San Francisco. Timothy 
Hopkins, President of the Hoard of 
Trustees, presided at tbe services. 
Among the speakers were Doctor 
Jordon, Di.ctor Emmett Rixford, pro- 
fessor of surgery, mid Reverend 
Bradford Leavitt. 

The library, which is the finest 
medical library west of the Missis- 
sippi and the seventh in Bize in the 
United States, is located at Sacra 
rucnto ami Webster streets, opposite 
the old Cooper Medical College which 
is now ,i part of Stanford Universi- 
ty. Forty thousand volumes of 
books on medicine stand us a monu- 
ment to its founder, Dr. Levi Cooper 
Lane. The building has tbe capacity 
for 120,000 volumes, with vacant 
ground adjoining on which an addi- 
tion can be constructed, which will 
give the library an almost Unlimited 
capacity. The building was erected 
ut the cost of $125,000, and is of re- 
enforced concrete and fireproof. 

The building is dedicated to the 
cause of education and humanity, hut 
in addition has the distinction of be- 
ing the first structure of a strictly 

non-utilitarian character other than 

the churches to be completed in the 



rebuilding of San Francisco. 

Timothy Hopkins, President of the 
Hoard of Trustees, spoke on the sig- 
nificance of the opening of the library 
to the advancement of medical sci- 
ence on the Pacific Coast. Doctor 
Hixford told of the hiBtory of the 
founding of the library. Doctor Jor- 
dan took up the topic "The Relation 
of the University to Medicine."

I'epp's Diary was especially re- 
markable in that it gave an exact 
picture of the daily life and thoughts 
of a middle-class man of the time. 
Written in a key which he thought 
Would never be deciphered, it reveals 
the spirit of the time in a way 
which other diarists writing their 
works as pieces of literature could 
never do. 

His description of the plague and 
the tire in 1665—66 are also uneqiiall- 
I ed as descriptions by an eye witness. 

The loss of his eyesight compelled 
I'epps to end bis diary in 1659 and it 
is a matter of great regret that it 
could not have been continued long- 
er. 

In 1 SU.", the manuscript was disei- 
pheretl by finding the shorthand re- 
ports of some speeches written at the 
same time.
